Garfield's Doctor Bilis. 
New Yorx, December 16. 

A Herald Washington Special says: 
The money to pay the expenses of 
Garfield’s illness will be disposed of 
as follows: Drs. Bliss, Agnew and 
Hamilton are to receive $24,000 or 
$27,000 cach. Four norses are fo ro- 
ceive $25,000 each. Dr. Lamb, of 
Surgeon-General's office, is to receive 
$5,000 for the autopsy which he made. 
Reyburn, who was Bliss’ assistant, 
wll also receive a reasonable sum for 
his constant attendance. It is not 
known what charge the railroad com- 
panies will make for the use of special 
trains or for the construction of new 
tracks laid in Washington and at 
Long Branch.
